I had with 
me on my journey from Pek In to India 
one companion only — a Ohtoeee serv- 
ant Hff did his work excellently, and 
we never fell out But, though we 
rode .together for thousands of mllea 
and' shared many dangers In common, 
weiwere never really attached to each 
,otber; and I am absolutely certain that 
If. I ever see him again he will never 
dream of Jumping lip and. down and 
kissing my hands and feet In dog-like 
devotion, like my Chltrali, servant did 
when I returned to Chit ml at. the close 
'of --010 Blege, As for the Chlneae with 
whom I was -.brought In merely, casual 
1 contact 1 In passing through towns and 
villages, the only thing to he said ia 
thatthey make no attempt whatever, to 
disguise their aversion. No country Is 
so unpleasant tb travel In as China. 
It was a common experience to' have 
mud and Btones thrown at one in pass- 
ing through a town, and to be greeted 
with, flcoffs- and, snoers by an. excited 
mob. I gather, therefore, from' -this 
that the real, tho Instinctive attitude 
of the Chinese, as a whole, toward for- 
eigners Is one of Intense antipathy; 
find it we consider the rigid conserva- 
tism of the people we may be certain 
that that antipathy will last for.mnny 
a century yet. And very natural thla 
antipathy; Is,. many. will say, and small 
wonder that they seek to keop the 
pushing! foreigner? at a distance. "China 
for the Chinese" is a thoroughly com- 
prehensible sentiment; and what right 
have we Europeans to force ourselves 
In -where we arenot wanted?

The eating of-Vhlgh'! game Is un- 
douhtedly attended with risk, and the 
poisonous effects are probably due to 
the toxins produced In the earlier 
stages of the putrefactive process, The 
advantages, ' of course, of "hanging 
game Ib that the flesh becomes tender 
and decidedly more digestible than 
when It Is quite fresh.; The ripening 
process, however, may mean the elab- 
oration of the toxins. It has been 
stated that the production of the char- 
acteristic flavors* of game Is related di- 
rectly to the amount of- BUlphureted 
hydrogen or sulphur-alcohol set free, 
but It Is rather repulsive, to think that 
the delicate flavor of the game Is de- 
pendent upon that Invariable product 
of decomposition of rotten eggs— sul- 
phureted hydrogen. The smell evolved 
during cooking of "high" game 1b even 
more disgusting. Fresh game some- 
times t&ts up mysterious, poisonous 
symptoms, which have been attributed 
to'' the . fact of" the game having been 
o/er'-riurited i and fatigued. Fatigue 
products, Indeed, have been separated 
from over-hunted game, which, when 
Injected Into a healthy animal, have 
produced marked poisonous effects. 
There is no doubt that fatigue products 
under certain circumstances are also 
elaborated in the human body and give 
rise to a species of eelf-polsonlng, 
characteristic symptoms of which are 
headache, stupor and gastric and In- 
testinal pains. Tho, flesh of over-rot- 
ten cattle may prove poisonous from 
the same cause: This curious forma- 
tion of poisonous products in the flesh' 
of animate through a state of terror or 
exhaustion is a question well worth 
considering In relation to tha..whoIe- 
someness of animal foods, and empha- 
sizes the Importance of slaying ani- 
mals Intended for food in the most 
human way. — London Lancet 



GOLDEN HORSESHOE- 

Orl-gltiftl Membtn Obliged to Be-tl* ft 
HJ(b FMb 

How .many of those who are mem' 
bers of orders and associations, intend' 
ed to keep alive the early! history of 
this country have ever heard of the 
Order' of the Golden Horseshoe 7 It 
was the first order founded in America 
and the story of its origin Is told In 
a rare book, to he found' only Jn a few 
libraries, , the "Present State of VI r* 
glnla," written hj the Rev. '■ Hugh 
Jones, chaplain . to ' the Assembly In 
Jamestown, and published, in London 
In the year 1T24, Virginia then ex- 
tended from the Atlantic Into the. un- 
known west, bu^ very few of her col- 
onists had crossed the. Blue Ridge ot 
thB Alleghanles, So full of dangers, 
from savages and wild beasts, and so 
full of natural difficulties was the pas- 
sage of, these -terrible heights, that. the 
good ohnplaln tells us with awe of the 
setting out of Governor Spotawood to 
discover a pass, attended by a guard 
of "Soldiers, Gentlemen and' Pioneers," 
carrying provisions. They scaled the. 
pass with, great hardships, and .peril, 
and returned, the governor having cut 
upon the -rooks on the highest peak the 
nnmeofiKmg George.. Hp then con- 
stituted the society, or order, of . the 
Golden Horseshoe. Each. man who had 
scaled this high pass was made a mem- 
ber of ,tt, and to each one ho presented 
a golden 1 horseshoe. On the side were 
the words, "Sic in vat transcendero 
monies." . ("So it pleases' him to cross 
mountains.") .■ Any gentleman there- 
after, who could prove that ho -had read 
with his own', eyes the name ot the 
king upon- the height' was entitled to 
become a member of -thla order.

Among the women of 
the synagogue, in which she would not 
tolerate the- IcfiBt departure from the 
law and prcceptB, Ucv judgment was 
regarded by the faltiif ul as hardly 
short of Inspiration. In her philan- 
thropy and In bar pursuit of education- 
al Improvement Rebecca Gratz knew 
no creed. She hclpexLto. found nn asy- 
lum for orphans in which she served 
with Christian collcngues. The first 
Hebrew Sabbath school In America, of 
which' she watt long the head, owed lis 
origin to her, and into a Kcwlng socie- 
ty, Into a system for distributing fuel 
to the poor, and Into countless little 
tasks of charity, she was foremost In 
gathering the energies of Jewish-wom- 
en;' Thus It waa thatlD the streets of 
Philadelphia it came to he the habit to 
point, her out as *the good Jewess' not 
less often than 'the bcnutlCtit Jewess,' 
It wns Rebecca Gratz who was the 
original of the Rebecca of Tvonhoe,' 
the character being drawn from the 
word picture "that Washington Irving 
had painted of the Philadelphia Jewess 
to Sir Walter Scott

■penker of the British House of Com- 
mouB. To begin with the emolument*: 
The speaker's '" salary -la twenty-fire 
thousand' dollars a year; there are mls- 
cellanedus allowances which amount to 
almost as much more, and to these 
1b added a handsome official residence 
such as' a' prince might envy. More- 
over, while the speaker listens to the 
speeches of dull members or restrains 
the language of 4be Impetuous, he Is 
sustained by the reflection that, when- 
ever be 1b inclined to give up the office, 
he can retire with a peerage, and the 
assurance of receiving a, check for a 
fhcjuBr.nd patauds every three months 
lor the rest of hla day* Such a re- 
flection might well negnllo the most 
tedious debate. The speaker has' great 
power. No member of the house can 
speak In debate except with 'bis con- 
sent. He can stop any member whom 
he regards as using unparliamentary 
language, and can suspend him If he 
chooses. He can close any debate; he 
decides finally nice points of parlia- 
mentary law, for his rullnge are never 
disputed. These powers might he 
abused by a partisan; but the speaker 
is never a partisan. One of the con- 
siderations which determines his selec- 
tion Is that he shall be satisfactory to 
both parties. He is nominated by the 
leader of -the government party, and 
the nomination is seconded by the 
leader of the opposition. When the 
office becomes vacant the government 
chooses, for Bpeaker a member of the 
party In power; but If there is a 
change of government he Is not dlat-^ 
placed, even after an election at which' 
his party is defeated. Under the Am- 
erican system, it Is not posslhle that 
the speaker of the house of representa- 
tives should be so colorless a person 
as the speaker of the bouse mt com- 
mons Is expected to be. The British 
ministers have seats' In parliament, 
and are the lenders of the house. In 
this country the separation of execu- 
tive and legislative functions deprives 
the house of official leaders, and the 
dominant party needs the office of 
Bpeaker ns an aid in Impressing Its 
policy upon legislation. Nevertheless, 
within these recognised limitations, 
speakers who were robust partisans 
have shown themselves capable ot 
great fairness toward political oppon- 
ents.

Mr. G. C. Williamson, in his recent 
life of Peruglno, recalls a pretty story 
of how the artist, great himself and 
the master of a yet greater pupil, Ra- 
phael, once rebuked a suspicious prior 
who doubted his honesty. The old 
masters, In the rich decoration of altar 
pieces, used gold leaf and the beautiful 
rich blue called ultramarine. The coat 
of these materials was sa high that a 
special clause was often inserted in the 
contract between the artist and the 
authorities of the building which he 
was to adorn, to the effect that the ar- 
tist should provide hl& own materials, 
but that the necessary quantities of 
gold and ultramarine should be sup- 
plied to him. In accordance with such 
a clause, the' prior of the Ingesuatl 
himself supplied and prepared the- 
ultramarine when Peruglno was, deco- 
rating their cloister. Being both par- 
simonious and suspicious in disposi- 
tion, ho always remained present while 
the artist was putting In his blues, mis- 
trustfully eyeing each celestially glow- 
ing inch as the canvas grew, and mani- 
festly wondering If It could not have 
been achieved with less paint Peru- 
glno was displeased, but said nothing. 
Nor did be use In the picture more 
bluo than was necessary; but by filling 
his brush very full and Innocently dab- 
bling It In water each- time before ap- 
plying it, he managed to make away 
with several times as much of the valu- 
able color as he needed, without the 
prior's perceiving anything wrong, al- 
though dismayed at the quantity that 
disappeared. At the end of the day's 
work Peruglno poured away the water 
In which his brush had been dipped, 
carefully dried the extra ultramarine 
which had been precipitated at the 
bottom of the bowl, and returned it to 
the prior, with the quiet but stinging 
reproof: "This belongs to you, father. 
Learn. to trust honest men, for they 
never deceive those who confide In 
them, although they well know bnw to 
deceive distrustful persona like- your- 
self when they desire to do bo."

ting it , When no other feed Is ob- 
tainable, says n writer In the Con-; 
temporary^ Review, .a few pounds- of 
flour, mixed with enough^ water to 
make them easily drinkable, have great 
staying power, but few horses would 
take this, fpwever hungry, unless they 
had at iBom*, previous time been made 
accustomed to it I have; known 
horses, when there wsb little Brass, ha- 
bitually rob the camp of fresh, salt 
or dried meat . It is even more cer- 
tain that no horte would touch flash 
unless at some time accustomed to It, 
What strange food gramnlvbrous ani- 
mals will eat, when habituated to it, 
Is almost beyond belief. In Iceland 
horses and cattle are frequently fed 
on dried fish. I have known sheep 
to eat meat, fruit, bread, pastry and 
the like, and even tobacw in coasider- 
able quantity, without harm ensuing. 
During the early times of the diggings, 
when gold, was being found In large 
quantities and horse feed, beyond the 
grass, was not procurable, many of the 
rich . clalmholders fed the horses used 
In their work on the mine with bread 
sooner than suffer delay. Bread, even 
unleavened, is better food for horses 
than raw 'flour and water, but It takes 
time to prepare, and 1b rarely available 
on an emergency, while flour' is much 
more likely to be. lit Singapore-it 1b 
not uncommon for horyes to be given 
a loaf of bread soaked with n bottle 
of beer, which they eat greedily,

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LINCOLN'S BODY MOVED.

Remain* of the Mnrtrrcil Prealdent 
Plnccd^Q the Ne-ir ToinU 

Wed hesdiiy; jjftcrnoon the remains' of 
Presldcnt^ppra. Lincoln, their three 
sons nnd gr'andjion were transferred from 
the tcmpqraryiyaiilt in which they have 
been reposing. - during the reconstruction 
of the Lincoln monument to the catacomb 
In tho. new 'structure especially prepared 
for. them. The transfer was' mudo' In 
the presence or the'coiiimlBsIbnors or tho 
Lincoln monument grounds, Gov. Yates, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction Al- 
fred Bayllss, State Treasurer ,M. O. 
Williamson, the surviving members of the 
Lincoln Guard of^Iopor and a few oth- 
ers who were prominently cdnnected with 
the affairs of th^\Sta*fe- of Illinois and 
the city of. Sprlogfiold'nt the time of the 
death of Lincoln. 

When the hour set for tho transfer nr- 
rlred; the' huge stone, slabs covering the 
caskotfl were removed with a derrick and 
the cn'skets were hoisted from 'the vault 
nnd placed in position In the new monu- 
ment. The caskets containing the re- 
mains of the throc\sonfl and the grnnil- 
Bon occupied the upper story* of the vault 
and- were the first to he taken out. With 
these, removed,, the f.boxes inclosing the 
caskets of the -martyred President and 
Mrs, Lineoln were, exposed to view. 
These wpre quickly 41 f tod from tho deep 
vnult and, with uncovered heads, those 
present. witnessed the placing of -the 
remains In their final resting placed For- 
ma Id cdf cat Ion or- the new monument will 
take place Oct. 15. This will bo the an- 
niversary of. the dedication of the old 
monument and the plan is to niake the 
occasion one of. Importance. 

The casket containing President Lin- 
coln's remains wns opened fourteen years 
ago nnd since then has been hermetically 
senled^ When the casket, was opened 
m 18S7 the remains were viewed by men 
who had known Lincoln in life. The face 
had'ehnngod little.- These men declared 
that scarcely any of the familiar linea- 
ments of the strong features were lost In 
the years alnco hisdenth in 1805.

There wan nn 
excess of 3,301 divorces in this country 
as compared with the remainder of the 
world.

Fenrfnl State or Deatltntlon Prevoll- 

inar In Blbcrln. ■ 
Famine lina again, appeared In Uussin, 
this time In western and central Siberia, 
while in eastern Siberia the* people are 
on tho verge of' want. In the two for- 
mer Hectlons of Siberia the famine wns 
brought nbout by dronth, not a drop of 
ruin buying fallen during the spring of 
1000. As n consequence the crop was n 
failure' and even the grass was burned 
under, the glaring hca't.of the sun. Fop 
want of fodder the pennants had to sell 
their cattle at ruinous prices, Thousands 
of Immigrants who settled In that section 
pf Siberia within the past few years and 
who hud little or nothing to fall, back 
upon are now wandering from town to 
town and perishing by scores. The more 
fortuuate settlers are reduced to eating 
licorice,- weeds, and -bread mixed with 
clnv. 

In eastern Slberln the conditions are 
not. much of nn Improvement over those 
In .the other sections. All last summer 
.It ; rained constantly, flooding the fields 
and rotting the crops. Bread lias risen 
000 per cent In price and children arc dy- 
ing from conditions consequent upon In- 
sufllcient nourishment,

Provision is made for the confis- 
cating of boats 11 nd fishing appnratus 
found in use in unlawful fishing. 

Bills Nos. 401; 402 nnd 4W, which have 
been favorably reported out of commit- 
tee and' are now on their way through 
the House, are meeting with much oppo- 
sition from business 111 en. Xo. 401 has 
for Its object the prohibition of insur- 
ance or indemnification of persons or cor-. 
ponttloHH against loss from accidents or 
Injury to employes. It would render 
Hteam holler insurance lind other protee- 
tlve measures unlawful. No. 402 is to 
prevent' a. corporation practicing law, 
nntl. it is claimed, would drive title ab- 
stract colli] mules oiit of existence and 
perhaps unsettle titles to n large extent. 
No. 403, which aims to make death or 
damage claims assignable, would un- 
doubtedly increase litigation In these 
lines and assist materially In the fatten- 
ing of n .few claim promoters— at least, 
this Is the probable result prophesied, 
Conservative IiiibIuohs people seem to be.
